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Farmer wins 
bronze medal 
for Team GB

A FARMER from Nynehead, near 
Taunton, has won a bronze medal in this 
summer’s spectacular Olympic games in 
Rio. 

It was the most successful games for 
Great Britain since 1908 with Team GB 
finishing second in the medal table with 27 
Golds. 

Taunton’s Ed Ling added to the medal 
haul with a bronze in the Men’s Trap 
shooting. 

This was his third Olympic Games, how¬ 
ever, he couldn’t hang around in Rio to 
celebrate his win, as he had to get home to 
help with the harvest on his family’s farm. 

Speaking about his win, Mr Ling said: 
“It’s been a long time coming. 

“The bronze medal match is really tough 
because you either get a medal or you go 
home with nothing, so there’s a lot of pres¬ 
sure on you. Luckily despite missing my 
first target I managed to pick myself back 
up. 

“I feel like I had a bit of an edge because 
I had to shoot-off for the bronze medal 


match so I stayed in the moment. 

“It’s great for shooting, it's another medal 
and with Steve’s (Scott) medal, we are in 
a good place to grow and improve our 
sport. We have a great support team behind 
us thanks to funding from UK Sport and 
the National Lottery and there is a lot of 
talent within British Shooting who are 
more than capable of picking up medals 
for Team GB in the future.” 

Mr Ling said he had to leave Rio early 
to catch up on work at the farm as his dad 
had been glued to the TV. And that when 
the harvest is over he will be looking to 
Tokyo 2020. 

“I left Rio early because it was harvest 
time and I didn't expect dad to have been 
doing much because he'll have been busy 
watching me,” he said. 

“Next step for me will definitely be tar¬ 
geting Tokyo. My younger brother Theo 
is a shooter, as is my wife Abbey and it'd 
be a family dream to all go to the 
Olympics and compete for Team GB to¬ 
gether.” 
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Heathland bounces back 
thanks to Biffa Award

THE return of grazing livestock after a gap of many 
decades has put a rare Mid Devon landscape firmly 
on the road to recovery. 

The change is just one of many made by the charity 
Devon Wildlife Trust to its Clayhidon Turbary nature 
reserve after winning support of more than £34,000 
from Biffa Award - a multi-million pound fund 
which awards grants to community and environmen¬ 
tal projects across the UK. 

Devon Wildlife Trust’s Clayhidon Turbary nature 
reserve forms part of the Blackdown Hills Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. Its 13 hectares were 
once a heathland and open boggy mire used by local 
people with commoners’ rights to cut turves and 
graze their cattle. However, during the last 100 years 
fewer and fewer people used the heath causing it to 
become overgrown. Its open areas of heathland 
gorse, heather and wildflowers became swamped by 
scrub and young woodland. The result was that its 
remaining heathland reptiles and insects were strug¬ 
gling to survive. 

Grazing livestock 

In 2011 Devon Wildlife Trust took on management 
of the site. It was then that plans were put in place to 
reintroduce grazing livestock whose munching 
would begin to clear Clayhidon Turbary, restoring it 
to its former glory. However, one problem remained: 
the site had no stock proof fences, meaning that it 
was impossible to leave livestock unattended. 

This is where support from Biffa Award made a 
crucial difference. Devon Wildlife Trust’s Ed Hop- 
kinson has overseen the restoration. He said: “Sup¬ 
port from Biffa Award has been invaluable. It’s 
helped us install 2,000 metres of fencing around the 
nature reserve. With this in place we’ve then been 
able to reintroduce grazing and begin the regenera¬ 
tion of this heathland and mire.” 

A year on from the completion of the fencing the 
charity’s herd of Exmoor ponies have been busy 
grazing and the results of their work are beginning to 
be seen. Space has been created for the violets, lesser 
butterfly orchids, adders, grass snakes, dragonflies 
and damselflies that once flourished at Clayhidon 
Turbary. 


The work of the ponies has been matched by the 
human efforts of volunteers and Devon Wildlife 
Trust’s nature reserve’s team. Together they have re¬ 
moved scrub and non-native species such as cherry 
laurel using hand tools and machinery also supplied 
by Biffa Award. The result is that open areas of the 
Clayhidon Turbary have been reconnected creating 
flight paths for bats, birds and butterflies. 

Public access 

But with all the new fencing being put up has this 
meant people are now excluded from the sight? Ed 
Hopkinson answer is a resounding, “No!” 

He said: “Biffa Award has allowed us to improve 
public access to the nature reserve. We’ve made im¬ 
provements to its footpaths and put in clearer sig¬ 
nage to guide visitors. We’ve also installed a 
beautiful wooden bench into which are carved im¬ 
ages of some of the wonderful wildlife that you can 


see here. 

“Before this work was done Clayhidon Turbary 
was difficult to access, and only visited by the most 
determined wildlife explorer. Now it’s open to many 
more people. Our message is come and visit this 
wonderful, recovering heathland haven.” 

Gillian French, Head of Grants at Biffa Award 
said:“The team at Devon Wildlife Trust have worked 
tirelessly to insure that this beautiful corner of the 
world is back to its former glory. This project high¬ 
lights how the Landfill Communities Fund can be 
used to transform landscapes, returning them to na¬ 
ture.” 

Devon Wildlife Trust’s Clayhidon Turbary nature 
reserve is open 365 days a year and is free to enter.

Consequently the group has traditionally 
seen its role as being a hub for information 
and support to local communities to help 
them consider how to be increasingly self- 
sustaining as is practical in our modern 
age. 

Initiatives over the years have included 

A focus on local food production and en¬ 
couraging communities supporting their 
local suppliers rather than totally relying 
on the weekly shop at a large town super¬ 
market chain. 

• Encouraging people who are fit and 
able to grow their own food resources. 
Hence a focus on annual apple days to 
have fun and make juice from apples that 
may have been left to rot and seed swaps 
at the local farmers markets encouraging 
passing on local knowledge and recycled 
seed. 

• Encouraging recycling in all its forms 


to limit landfill and waste generally. 

• Promoting energy efficiency via arti¬ 
cles and example, in order to move away 
from oil and focus on renewable sources 
of energy production. 

• To care for the environment and to look 
critically at proposals for fracking and new 
nuclear power station development.

Mrs Sprigg said: “As a child the highlight for me and 
the other children was the fancy dress competition, 
baby show and at 4pm the children’s sports day; the 
egg and spoon race, sack race and three-legged race. At 
4.30pm came the presentation of prizes and cups. I re¬ 
member seeing my Grandfather proudly receiving the 
cups he so deservedly won, year after year. I am still 
the proud owner of one of them given and presented by 
John Phillips, President and R.N Bishop, Chairman of 
the Show. The date on it is 1945. 

“My Grandfather kept an amazing garden of vegeta¬ 
bles and flowers and loved showing. I spent many a 
happy hour with him, learning from him and in time 
too became involved with showing as did my husband, 
Roger. Even up to the age of 90 he was helping in the 
garden and still passing on showing tips. 

“I am really pleased that the Awliscombe Primary 
School PTFA is resurrecting the show. It will be on a 
smaller scale but will still have everything in classes 
that you would expect from a show. 

“I really encourage everyone to enter, have fun, come 
look and in doing so raise some money for the local 
school.” 

Louise Beeken from Awliscombe Primary School said 
“We are really excited to bring the village show back. It 
is going to be a fun day.” 

The event is Saturday, September 10th at Awliscombe 
Village Hall from 2.30pm - 4.30pm.

All hens must also be vacci¬ 
nated against Salmonella. 

Just days before the programme aired, 
the Government announced that all 
British Lion stamped eggs were now safe 


For Less co-presenter Chris Bavin 

for even the most vulnerable groups of 
people and that runny eggs were back on 
the menu some 28 years after the Edwina 
Curry salmonella scare in 1988. 

The farm on the Blackdown Hills has 
been in the Cottey family for more than 
40 years and owner Ken currently runs 
the farm with his wife Deb and family. 

He said: “Our recent investment in a 
state of the art egg grading and packing 
centre ensures that we are able to grade 
and pack all our farm eggs with the mini¬ 
mum of delay to make sure we supply 
you with the freshest, tastiest eggs 

“The programme also showcased our 
high tech screening equipment and of 
course our lovely ladies stole the show 
running freely in and out of their sheds 
and roaming in our fields. 

“This was a great opportunity for us 
and we are very proud to have been se¬ 
lected to feature in this programme.”
